The Assassination of McKinley. 
The following narrative of the assassi-

nation of President McKinley is taken from 
Australian journals :—President McKinley 
at the tine was standing on the edge uf the 
dais, and was in the best of spirits owing to 
the hearty public grectings which he re- 
ceived, and Czolgolz, amid a dense throng 
of peuple, approached the President, who 
smiled at his pssasyin, After shuking hands 
Czolgolz fired. There was a moment: of
